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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/ Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Species 1 in the reply filed on 
March 8, 2006 is acknowledged. 

Claim 2 drawn to a non-elected species was cancelled in the response 
filed March 8, 2006. Claim 1 is currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent 
or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed 
under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the 
English language. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Huang 
(US 2005/0044981). 

4. Huang discloses a retaining seat device of a bicycle auxiliary handle for 
fixing a bicycle auxiliary handle to a general handle; the retaining seat device 
comprising: 

-two cushions (4b) 

-a transversal tube (2) having a retaining block (22) at a front end thereof 
and a middle section

-two retaining seats; each retaining seat having a groove corresponding to 
a shape of a periphery of the middle section of the transversal tube, the two 
grooves of the two retaining seats being oppositely arranged so as to be 
combined as a hole; a lower outers die of each retaining seat having a 
positioning hole (32) for receiving a respective distal tube (6); a top side of each 
retaining seat having a plurality of adjusting holes (52) for fixing a corresponding 
one of the two cushions and adjusting a distance between the two cushions.
